MANY PASSENGERS BURNED OR 
DROWNED,

WILD ATRUGOLE FOR TIFE: BRAVERY gf F THE 

. POLICE, 

Tho clanging of the fire bell Wortly after 
threo o'slock yesterduy morning was tho death 
knoll of many  paxsongors who relurned to 
Hongkong from Canton’ by the 84, Haukow. 
Little did they think, a4 thoy rotir od to reat 
that evening, Lhat the morn was to usher iz 
puch a dreadful edamity, and (hint for many uf 
thom the dread hour had chine. 

Tho, largo paddly steamer, of Bhich Captan’ 
Branol is commander, sloawod up to the Houg- 
kong, Canton und Mune: Steamship Coa pany’s 
wharf about hor, usual time, Sho wai promptly 
made fast and the ganjways were thrown oul, 
Many passenpivs went ashore wt once, but as is 
customory with tho sight Lonts, the  grent 
majority remained on board witil: morning. 

Long after the hustle whieh nlwnys heralds.
